AIRPLANE LANDS 
ON POWER LINE 
POLE AND WIRES 


Six Towns In County 
Without Lights When 
Doersom Drapes His 
Machine Among The 
High-Voltage Wires; 
He And Passenger 
Escape 
Without A 
Scratch, And Unburn­ 
ed By 13,500 Volts In 
Line; Wreck Is Burn­ 
ed Up. 


Crashing into an electric light and 
power line pole on the Lincoln High­ 
way east of Gettysburg Monday night, 
Charles Doersom and I^eslie Gooder- 
muth wriggled from the cockpit of 
their demolished a rplane while 13,500 
volts 
sparked 
and flashed around 
them in the wires of the line. 
And 
both “explorers of the atmosphere” 
escaped without a scratch or a burn. 
Residents of Gettysburg, as they 
learned of the reason for shutting off 
the electric power in the town and vi­ 
cinity shortly after 7 o’clock Monday 
evening, flocked out the York road 
to view the wrecked airplane. 
In a Held, just south of the high­ 
way, and opposite the Oyler and 
Spangler fertiliser plant, the plane 
was discovered. 
It appeared a hope­ 
less tangle of wires, fuselage, struts, 
engine, propellor and canvas, all of 
which was wrapped in a complicated 
mas* around the top of t’.e power line 
pole. 
Many were the conjectures as to the 
manner in which the occupants of the 
plane had extricated themselves from 
their perilous position following the 
crash, without coining In contact with 
the high-voltage wires, or .without 
falling to the ground. 
That the pilot of the plane, Charles 
Doersom, end his passenger, Leslie 
Goodermuth, each bore a charmer! 
life wa* the consensus of opinion 
among the spectators. 
This is the 
second near-serious 
accident 
which 
Doersom has experienced, the first 
having occurred near the fertilizer 
plant when he caused his ship to

have the opportunity of instructing 
their delegates on the subjects.” 
Officials in the office of the secre­ 
tary of the commonwealth said that 
in earlier years amendments prob­ 
ably were made the campaign issues 
in many instances. 
The rise or fall 
of a legislator, they said, doubtless 
depended upon his attiture regard­ 
ing the amendments and to bear out 
this assertion they pointed to the pro­ 
visions of the constitution of 1776.

WILL PAY DACK 
INCOME TAXES 


Treasury to Refund $16,000,000, 
Beginning July I, As Ex­ 
cess on Earnings. 


Three generations of the Bishop 
family, Franklin county 
mountain­ 
eers, convicted of an attack upon 
the Black Oak Church last Christmas, 
were sentenced by Judge D. P. Mc­ 
Pherson in the criminal court at Mc- 
Connellsbug Saturday aftenoon. 
The heaviest sentence of one year 
in jail and a fine of $500 was im­ 
posed upon Preston Bishop. The lat- 
ter’s father and leader of the Bishop 
clan, Dave Bishop, received a sentience 
of six months in jail and a fine of 
$100. 
Wilbur Bishop received the 
same sentence. 
Charles Bishop was 
paroled in bail of $1,000 for a period 
of five years. 
Walter 
Bishop, 
his 
brother, was paroled for two years. 
Before passing sentence in the case 
Judge McPherson overruled a mo­ 
tion for a new trial for the men. The 
men were found guilty by a jury sev­ 
eral months ago. 
The Bishop case was one of the 
most unusual in this 
section. 
It 
grew out of a fight at church services 
in which Isaac Bishop and L. A. Rich­ 
ards were badly injured. 
The men 
were not arrested for more than a 
month after the attack and then fol­ 
lowed a trial consuming more than a 
week. 
Since the men were found guilty 
some months ago they have been at 
liberty on bond pending the outcome 
of the motion for a new trial.

Washington.—The treasury will be 
ready 
July 
I to refund more than 
$16,000,000 overpaid in income taxes 
March 15 as a result of the subse­ 
quent 25 per cent reduction granted 
by congress. 
Comptroller General 
McCarl ad­ 
vised the treasury that it may use 
any funds appropriated for repay­ 
ment of illegally collected taxes, and 
Secretary 
Mellon 
immediately laid 
plans for paying back the extra 25 
per cent turned in by 1,085,000 per­ 
sons. The decision removed the har­ 
rier to the refunding of the overpay­ 
ments occasioned by failure of con­ 
gress in the closing hours of its ses­ 
sion to pass the deficiency bill which 
carried money for that purpose. 
“The taxpayers’ right to refunds," 
the decision said, “is an obligation 
upon the appropriation for the fiscal 
year when the right arose, and not 
necessarily the appropriation of the 
fiscal year when the claim is made.” 
Congress suire January has pro­ 
vided $117,000,000 for the treasury 
in refunding taxes illegally collected. 
About $30,000,000 of this fund re­ 
mains, which, under the McCarl deci­ 
sion, can be used in 
settling 
with 
those who on March 15 paid all of 
the taxes then due for the year. 
Few of the refunds will be large, 
the amount seldom exceeding $100. 
Repayment of the extra 25 per cent 
may mean, however, that some of the 
contested tax 
claims, 
pending 
for 
months or in some cases years, may 
not be settled before new appropria­ 
tions are granted.

Probably a third as many peopla 
got in for the first session as hoped 
to; probably half as many got in as 
expected to; a good many who ex­ 
pected choice seats stood up and 
meantime the leaders on all sides 
disclaimed heatedly th at there had 
been some funny business about the 
distribution of tickets.

Speight had barricaded himself in a 
barn and was found fatally wounded, 
with seven bullet holes in his body, 
when a part of the posse rushed the 
barn. 
He died a few minutes later. 
Lieutenant M. B. Lilly, a member 
of the posse, was slightly 
wounded 
in the face by a bullet. 
No other 
member of the posse was injured, 
though officers said hundreds of shots 
were fired during the battle. 
Speight was located Sunday after 
the posse, composed of twenty state 
policemen and 
IOO 
citizens 
under 
command of Sheriff William 
Dean, 
had circled the mountains of Berkeley 
county for twenty-four hours. 
Arm­ 
et! with a rifle and pistol the man took 
refuge in a barn and, when he re­ 
fused to surrender, the battle be­ 
gan. 
After hours of firing, 
Lieutenant 
Lilly headed a squad that 
rushed 
the barn and found Speight fatally 
wounded.

Fairfield, Orrtanna, McKnightstown, 
Seven Stars and1 Biglerville, within 
half an hour after the power was 
shut off by the plane. 
While spectators were viewing the 
wreck, a miniature electrical storm 
began to play around the airplane 
hanging on the pole.

Mr. Cunningham set his gang of re­

“hundreds of persons’’ in the vicinity 
of the upper end had imbibed freely 
of the tabooed beverage before it was 
taken in charge by the county au­ 
thorities and moved by the barrel to 
the county jail here. 
.The petition is headed by Charles 
F. 
Reed 
and R. B. Thompson and 
ends with, the names of R. E. Under- 
tod and Mrs. Jennie Knouse. 
“We could have gotten 500 persons 
to sign it just as easy as 65,” Post­ 
master W alter said, indicating the 
wide interest in the m atter which 
provided 
a 
good “scoop” for The 
Times, the story, as usual, having 
been given to Gettysburg Times read­ 


ers first and in detail. 
W hether the communication will 
have any effect upon causing the 
county and state police officials to re­ 
tract their statement is a m atter of 
conjecture, and must be decided on 
the strength of the factsvof th# cate 
they have In their possession.

THE OLD FAIRBANKS 
HOUSE 


There la hardly a section that doe# 
not have Its "old house.” 
Moat of 
them, however, take their hats off to 
the old Fairbanks (formerly Fayer- 
banke) house, which stands In a clus­ 
ter at stately trees In the little city of 
Dedham, Mass. 
With the exception 
of certain adobe, stone or shell houses 
in California and Florida, this prob­ 
ably Is the oldest house still standing 
In the United States. 
This relic of days gone by was built 
in 1636. 
It is perhaps the best ex­ 
ample of Old English frame cottage 
construction to be found In America, 
was lived In up to about twenty years 
ago by eight generations of the Fair­ 
banks family, retains its primitive 
simplicity, quaintness and picturesque­ 
ness and is nowr filled with heirlooms 
of the Fairbanks family. 
Like many old-time structures, the 
main portion is flanked on two sides 
by wings and the pitch roof of the 
middle section extends very near to 
the ground In the rear. The front side 
contains eight windows and no two of 
them are alike. As if to have sn in­ 
dividuality all its own, a time-honored 
practice was departed from in that 
neither the front door nor the chim­ 
ney are in the exact center of tho 
house. Curiously, also, the doorways 
are exceptionally low—persons of or­ 
dinary height having to bend slightly 
on entering. 
Some of the rooms never have been 
plastered and the beams and rafters 
show overhead. Over the fireplace In 
the quaint little parlor swings a wood­ 
en crane from which kettles were sus­ 
pended over the fire for cooking pur­ 
poses. 
In the days before kerosene, 
grease lamps hung In this crane fur­ 
nished such light ss was available 
when there was no fire in the firs- 
place. 
Other relics of bygone days In­ 
clude : Molds for making candles, 
spinning wheel, foot warmers, Dutch 
ovens, an ox saddle, small diamond- 
shaped window glass, made to be set 
between lead strips, putty being un- 


All In all, this old place portrays In 
vivid fashion the home life of the 
early New Englanders. It has attract* 
ed visitors from practically every 
state and more than twenty foreign 
countries. 
The descendants af the family have 
banded themselves Into ao organiza­ 
tion to the end that this historic spot 
may be preserved.
